THE    UNION  JACK 


CANADIAN'S  can  iievtr  t'ltllx-  aiii)ri.oiatf  tlic  value 
<)♦"  their  jiTeat  iKrita^jfi-  conM-Hiiicnt  upon  tlu- 
moiiicntons  cviriit  of  1759,  wlicti  Wolfe  and  liis 
hrave  folhnvers  scaled  the  heiKhts  an<l  tlie  heroic 
(leiieral  died  victori«ius  on  the  Plains  of  Abraham,  and 
when  Canada,  now  extending  from  ocean  to  oceati, 
came  nnder  the  British  I'Mag.  Citizens  of  no  country 
on  earth  liave  greater  reason  to  he  proud  of  their  f\■^^^ 
than  those  of  the  Dominion  of  Canada,  a  nation  within 
the  KT«-'iit  British  empire,  enjo\  inn  the  preatest  free- 
dom under  pood  constitutional  K"vernment,  regarding 
which  Sheridan  said  long  years  ago  :  "The  King  is 
not  seated  on  a  solitary  eminence  of  power,  but  on 
the  contrary  sees  his  efpials  in  the  co-existing 
branches  of  the  legislature  and  recogni/es  his  superior 
in  the  law. " 


(  '"ANADA,  as  an  iiitcural  i.artf)f  the  British  luiipire, 
'  honors  the  I'tiioii  jack.  Canadians  do  not  desire 
to  see  it  ilannted  idly  l)efore  tlie  pnl)lic  on  all  occasions 
thouKh  they  consider  that  it  shonld  he  more  freely 
displayed  than  it  is  at  present,  so  that  we  may  feel 
the  i)o\ver  of  its  i)resence  and  demonstrate  to  citizens 
of  other  nations  the  natural  pride  justly  manifested 
in  its  presence  and  ])rotection,  as  beautifully  de- 
scribed in  the  following  lines:  — 

''And  wliosf  was  tlie  llan  ?   ami  wliose  was  the  soil? 
And  whose  was  the  exile,  the  sufferiiij,'.  the  toil  ? 
Our  fathers !  who  carv  ed  in  the  forest  a  name. 
And  left  ns  rich  heirs  of  their  freedom  and  fame. 
O,  dear  to  our  hearts  is  that  tlaiu,  and  the  land 
Our  fatliers  lte(iueatlied  — 'tis  the  work  of  their  hand  I 
And  the  soil  they  redeemed  from  the  woods  with  renown, 
The  mifiht  of  their  sons  will  defend  for  the  crown."

\  "AKIorS  flajis  have  been  adopteo  ind  are  in  use  in 
the  liritish  lunpire,  principal  amonj?  which  are 
the  Ro^al  Standard,  bearing  the  arms  of  EuRland, 
Scotland  and  Ireland,  only  raised  in  the  presence  of 
royalty.  The  Union  Jack,  '•'  its  simple  historical 
beauty,  and  the  various  modifications  of  it,  such  as 
the  White  Ensign,  only  in  use  by  the  Royal  navy  ; 
the  Blue  Ensign,  in  use  by  the  Koyal  Navy  Reserve, 
and  by  permission  used  by  some  of  the  leading  yacht 
clubs;  and  the  Red  Ensign,  in  use  iti  the  merchant 
marine  service  and,  with  the  Arms  of  Canada  on  the 


tk-ld,  ;uU)])t(.(l  as  the  Canadian  fla.u  for  that  st-rvicc, 
and  also  as  tliu  citi/.L-ns'  fla^  of  Canachi  ;  l)iit  the 
['nion  Jack  is  tlic  hasis  of  tlic  Red,  Wliitu  and  Hhu- 
luisi^ns,  l)i.'inK  always  in  the  upper  tpiartcr  next  the 
staff  when  the  flaj^-  is  living. 

'Pill',    following    familiar    verses    have    been    api  ro- 
priately  written  :-- 

"  It's  r)iil\-  a  small  pifce  of  hmitiiii,'. 
It's  only  an  old  colori'il  raj;. 
Vet  tlionsands  have  died  for  its  honor 
And  shed  their  best  hlood  for  the  llajj. 

It's  eliarj^ed  with  the  cross  of  St.  Andrew, 
Wliioh  of  ol<l  Seotlaiid's  heroes  had  leil  ;

MoTWlTHSTAXniXf;  the  many  publications, 
there  appears  to  t)e  a  lack  of  knowledge  in 
res;ard  to  the  history  and  construction  of  the  Union 
Jack,  and  this  is  the  apology  for  the  distribution  of 
this  pamplilet  under  the  ausi)ices  of  the  Connnittee  of 
the  Vancouver  Canadian  Cltib.

'PIIMRI'-  are  two  origins  Kiven  for  the  name  I'nion 
Jack:  one  beinj.;  " '  Jacciues,"  the  iMeuch  name 
of  Kiuf-  James  I,  sij^nifying  the  union  between  Iuik- 
land  and  Scotland  :  and  the  other  beinj;  that  the 
thija;  was  originally  llown  on  the  "  jack  "  mast  or  part 
of  the  bowsprit  of  a  vessel.

f  \N1C  particular  fcaturt-  of  the  Union  Jack  is  that 
when  properly  hoisted  the  broad  white  stripe  of 
the  Cross  of  St.  Andrew  ai)pears  ui)perniost  in  the 
tpiarters  next  the  staff,  and  beneath  in  the  (piarters 
farthest  from  the  staff ;  whi-reas  the  red  cross 
of  St.  Patrick,  with  the  narrow  white  fimbriation, 
is  uppermost  on  the  (juarters  away  from  the  stafT  and 
beneath  on  the  (|uarters  ne.\t  to  the  staff,  e.xactly 
reverse,  displaying  symmetry,  beauty,  and  historical 
order. 

A     FLA(i  flying  upside  down  is  a  sign  of  distress. 
Care  should  be  exercised  to  see  that  the  flag  is 
right  at  all  other  times. 

lyjAJOR  \V.  J.  Wright,  of  Brockville,  Ontario,  has 
drawn  attention  to  the  improper  flying  of  flags, 
and  points  out  that  the  flagstaff  should  be  surmounted 
only  by  a  small  circular  cap.  flat  on  the  under  side, 
called  the  truck,  and  that  there  should  l)e  two  holes 
in  the  truck  for  the  cord  to  run  in  or  a  suitable  block, 
and  that  the  flag  should  be  run  right  up  to  the  masthead. 
The  fashion  of  putting  a  gilt  ball  or  sphere  on  a 
slender  stem  above  the  truck  is  to  be  deprecated, 
as  it  often  gives  the  flag  the  appearance  of  ])eing  at 
half-mast. 


As  is  well  known,  a  flag  is  placed  at  half-mast  as  a 
sign  of  mourning  for  some  public  or  important 
l)ersonage.  The  origin  of  this  custom  is  a  beautiful 
(me,  and  can  be  thus  described  :  When  a  nation  was 
coiKiuered,  its  flag  was  lowered  on  the  staff  to  make 
room    for   the  flag  of  the  coiuiuering  nation,  which

significant  cnihkin,  it  is  not  lasily  distinunisliable  at 
si-a,  and  it  isdifTicnlt  to  have  tlit- cnihli-ni.with  its  many 
intricate-  ])arts,  sewn  into  tlie  l)nntinK  which  f<»nns 
tlie  field  of  the  flaK- 

I  T  was  sn^Uested  at  the  time  of  the  Diamond  Jid)li]ee 
of  her  late  Majesty  (Jneeii  X'ictoria,  tliat  the 
Canadian  emblem  lie  a  Maple  Lea/  on  a  white  diamond 
hackj^ronnd.  hnt  the  sn^i^estion  is  herein  made  tliat  a 
simple  Maple  Leaf  in  a  snitahle  color  wonld  he  more 
easily  distinKnishalile  and  an  even  more  appropriate 
endtU-m. 

\S  Mr.  Marlow  Cnnd)i-rland  has  said  :  "  It  is  fonnd 
in  hixnriance  in  ever\  Province  of  the  Dominion. 
It  llonrishes  in  the  Maritniie  Provinces  and  in  Quebec. 
It  is  the  finest  forest  tree  in  Ontario.  Manitoba 
Majiles  form  the  foliage  of  the  North-West,  and  any- 
one who  has  seen  the  Riant  mai)le  leaves  of  British 
Colnmi)ia  will  say  the  mai)le  leaf  is  the  natural 
emblem  of  Canada.  It  was  held  in  hijih  esteem  by 
the  earlv  settlers  of  (jnebec,  and  was  adopted  in  1836 
as  the  French  Canadian  End)lem  for  the  Festival  of 
St.  Jean  Maptiste.  At  the  creation  of  the  union  in 
Confederation,  it  was  placed  in  the  Arms  of  Qnebec 
and  Ontario,  and  was  heraldically  recognized  as  the 
lunblem  of  Canada.  It  has  been  worn  on  the  breasts 
of  all  the  representative  champions  of  Canada,  at  the 
oar,  on  the  yachts,  on  the  athletic  fields,  and  at  the 
rifie  ranges.  It  is  on  the  uniforms  and  accoutre- 
ments of  the  Canadian  Militia,  of  Mounted  Police  and 
all  olTicial  services."
